MOUNT LOWE. 


The Awe Inspiring Silence of the 


Lofty Mountains. 


THe Subject qf an Interesting Poetic Dis- 


quisition by Mr. T. J. Cocnrane. 


All Mountains In thw Mighty Caravan Mav; 


ing Seaward—Bowing Their Exalted 


CretttH to the Conquering Winds— 


The Unexcelled View From the . • 


Mountain Tops. 


"There is life and freedom in the mountain 
air 


That bloated ease can never hope to 
share." 


It is not a difficult matter in Southern 
!alifornia to go to the mountains, since 
they stand round about the homes of 
the people. 
The plains on which the 


towns and cities are built are a part of 
,hern—the detritus brought down on 
.he bosom of the floods. If Mahomet 
could have waited the mountain would 
come to him. The unremitting labor 
of attrition that the winds, rains and 
rosts are engaged in, will eventually 
vear away the mountain- ranges. The 
'everlasting hills" are not so big as 
they were a century ago—last year— 
?es, today. They are bowing their 
sxalted granite crests to the conquer\ 
ug winds whose armies—rains . and 
'rosts—ar.e battering down their great 
solid walls, and carrying off and scat- 
ering the material. Landslides and 
avalanches, yea, the mountains them- 
ielves are joining a mighty caravan 
now moving to the oceans, the level 
destiny of all earthly high places. The 
busy winds and the perpetual pull of 
gravitation in the aeons of time, will 
ret-away the mountains and grade the 
•ough rotundity of our globe to the 
smoothness of a billiard ball. 


My eyes are now upon Mount Echo, 


and a dark rift in the mountain side, 
called Rubio Canon and the distant 


of Mount Lowe, 'where my sore 


soles have recently trod. Lowe is a 
luge mount in the chain of mountains 
vhich is rough and variegated 
with 


multi colored igneous rocks, in cliffs 
dud ledges, though fairly well clothed 
n hazy purple by pine forests, chapar- 
•al and sage brush, except where the 
lighest peaks pierce the sky * with 
nowy crags. Mount Echo is a rounded 
ugh foot hill, supporting Mount Lowe, 
terminating in a precipice where Rubio 
Nation cuts deep into the mountainside. 
L'he canon at this distance, looks dark 
and shadowy, save where the glint of 
the sun on the granite cliffs lights up 


rocky gorge. Tho sheer cliff on 


Lhe Mount Echo side forms a parapet 
vhere the- Mountain House perches 
ike a turret. 


How innocent and soft to the sight 


are the purple piles of mountains 
it-anding majestically in the depths of 
-he sky and how painfully rough to the 
eet that would scale their rugged 
leights. 
The rocky unevenness of 


mountains can not be known at a long 
distance. Nearer views dissipate their 
ncllow tints and contact changes their 
velvety softness 
into inconceivable 


oughness. The frost, the torrent, the 
avalanche, the earthquake, are the 
ponderous forces that are strewing the 
great mountain sides-with broken, dis- 
ordered ledges, and rending the robes 
of forest and brake that clothe them in 
such hazy smoothness. 
But comely 


nature, ashamed of nakedness is al- 
ways busy mending her torn garments. 
The mosses and ferns reach out their 
clasped hands and throw a green veil 
over the black rocks; the tender grasses 
quickly spread a carpet over the gap- 
ing rents of landslides, the harsh sage 
brush that flourishes, almost without 
water or soil, covers up the barren 
stony places; the hemlock and stunted 
oaks drive their roots into the rifts of 
the rocks and spread their foliage over 
the cliffs; the chaparral push their 
thickets to the borders of the snow- 
iine; and so the mountain covers itself 
with a living- garment enchanting to 
the distant view. 


The state of California is full of cap- 


tivating objects and 'delightful pros- 
pects. From Mt. Shasta in the extreme 
north, to Point Loma, looking into old 
Mexico, the way is lined with grand 
and 
astonishing objects of nature. 


Shasta is one of the high peaks on this 
continent, and-peerless for beauty; and 
the view from Point Loma, is said by 
Charles Dudley Warner, to be one of 
the three grandest in the world. The 
seven hundred miles of way between 
these two points embrace many sub- 
lime objects to look upon and among 
them several high peaks in the Sierra 
Madre range that overlook the ocean 
and plains about Los Angeles. 


Clustered here in close proximity 


nature has placed Rubio Canon, Mount 
Echo aud Mount Lowe ; and Professor 
Lowe, a savant, interested in the ad- 
vancement of astronomy, electricity, 
ballooning, and many of the useful 
arts, has irade easy of. approach these 
once inaccessible fastnesses. The water 
of the canon furnishes the power to 
secure the electricity for the railroad, 
for the incline to Echo Mountain, to 
lii^ht the hotel, the grounds, and the 
great search light formerly exhibited 
at the World's Fair at Chicago, lie 
has erected and equipped the Lowe 
observatory on Mount Echo, 3,500 feet 
above the ocean. The instruments are 
one sixteen-inch telescope 
and one 


comet finder. Professor Swift is the 
astronomer in charge of the observa- 
tory. 
He is an enthusiastic and sue 


cessful comet searcher, and speuds 
most of Ms time in the open air of 
night, (since this glass occupies a plat- 
form on the esplanade), scanning the 
starrv vault of heaven for these ghostly 
wanderers. It is his favorite theme of 
thought and talk, and he holds forth 
learnedly and eloquently upon the sub- 
ject of these immense meteors that 
"fire the length of Opiucbus huge," 
rushinc towards and around the sun, 
thence oft' into interstellar space, with 
light like velocity bearing 


"Ten million cubic miles of head. 
Ten billion leagues of tail." 


He says that the moon and the electric 


plants are his greatest enemies. Their 
light interferes with his labors, and he 
would veil pale Luna in eternal eclipse, 
and wrap those cities of the plains, Los 
Angeles and Pasadena, in total dark- 
ness- The thousand sparkling electric 
points from these cities at your feet 
look like "fallen strips of the sky," for 
there is nothing that sparkles so much 
like fixed stars as electric lights re 
duced to points by distance. 


Professor Swift is famous among as- 


tronomers by reason of his having dis- 
covered a comet that travels less than 
three degrees outside of the zone pf the 


planets. It is moving- on a dangerous 
plane and may yet fall lawful prize to 
some enterprising world forits^temeri- 
ty. Some one of the planets'(why not 
our own ' terra ?) may run down 'Pro1 
fessbr'Swift's comet spme.day and.take 
on'rings that will rival Saturnian airs. 


'Professor Lowe's, robust form and 


dignified mien, make ,him an. observed 
man in a company. He appeared under 
favorable auspices when he came be- 
fore the members of the Loyal Legion 
-of the Commandery of the state'df Cali- 
fornia, on the occasion of their banquet 
at the Mountain House, on Mount Echo, 
to read his paper on "Military Balloon- 
ing in the Civil War." It was an inter- 
esting lecture in an unique field of war- 
fare, accompanied by stereopticon views 
of ballooning above battle fields and 
campaigning in the air. 
He was -chief 


of the balloon corps attached to the 
Army of the Potomac, and has seen 
more of the movements of Jarge armies 
while engaged in battle than any man 
has ever witnessed, possibly. Among 
the many war time scenes thrown upon 
the screen none elicited more applause 
than the following autographic note: 


Will Lieut-Gen. Scott please see 


Professor Lowe once more about his 
balloon ? 
A. LINCOLN. 


July 25th, 1861. • 
The date of this note shows that it 


was written during those anxious days 
that followed close upon the first battle 
of Bull Run. Many of "us boys" who 
•wore the blue saw this balloon o'n duty 
in the skies on the 23d of July, 1801. 


Mt, Echo, where the Mountain House 


stands and where the Lowe observa- 
tory is located, is a plateau on the side 
of the range half way to the summit of 
Mt Lowe. 
The landscape is noble, 


from here, with the Pacific Ocean "com- 
mercing with the skies," for a back- 
ground. 
The ne,ar bird's-eye view of 


Pasadena with its environs of. orange 
and olive groves and its gardens, the 
round green Jiills that mark the Los 
Angeles valley, the marvelous pano- 
rama reaching out on every side, of 
level campaign, deep canon and high 
mountain, remind one one of those in- 
imitable descriptions of visions seen 
from the towers of Comares, gazing 
down into the courts and gardens of the 
Alhambra, over Granada and into the 
faraway valley of the Darro. But let 
let us mount upward, for as long as 
there is a higher point that affords a 
wider view, those from lower levels 
have no charms to stay the mountain 
climber. The sweep of vision one gets 
from the dizzy mountain top, taking in 
the whole of the horizon, is the only 
view that satisfies. 


There are mountains and mountains. 


The highest are not the grandest to 
look upon. Pike's Peak and Mount 
Whitney are exceedingly high moun- 
tains, but much of their greatness is 
hidden by high plains and higher ranges 
so that their vast altitudes are not real- 
ized; while ML Regaier and Mt Shasta, 
much smaller, mount upwards- like 
pyramids from low plains, almost on a 
level with the ocean, and show up in 
greater proportions. All of Mt Lowe 
rises up in plain view of the ocean 
without a foot hill to detract from its 
height Let us clirnb.it. 


The trail leading up the mountain is 


of easy grade and artistically con- 
structed for scenic effect, being com- 
posed of curved lines only. 
There is 


neither straight stretch nor level track 
on its devious course. The path starts 
at the observatory with a gentle slope 
along the jagged ledges of rocks in a 
serpentine line to the upper end of a 
canon, where begins the steep ziz-za<r 
way cut in the stony face of the cliffs, 
Every step now becomes irregular in 
length, height and direction. 
First 


with your right side to the mountain, 
then going left, repeated again and 
again to dizziness, the ascent of the 
acclivity is slow and the toil of the 
sheer lifting of the body, like climbing 
stairs, exhausting. 
The muscles be- 


to call lustily to the heart for 


more pure blood and the heart to 
pound at the doors of the. lungs for 
more fresh.air and the strife thickens 
till nature calls a halt, when peace 
reigns 
and rest restores 
the tired 


luman machine. 
Now the horizon 


has lifted and fled'a long way off and 
the landscape has widened immensely 
as you look down upon the world. 
Multitudinous mountain peaks and 
crags 
heretofore 
unseen, begin to 


oom up in the neighboring sky. Pine, 
hemlock and live oak trees darken the 
deep canons below, while manzanita 
and laurel cover the prospect above 
with 
impenetrable 
thickets. 
The 


snow line is near at hand and the air 
is light and frosty. A few more spurts 
of crooked and spiral scaling, where 
the trail circles the mount and the 
summit is gained. 
If you do not no w 


shout, sing, throw stones, or snowball 
your companions, you have lost 
the 


touch of boyhood. 


A sense of altitude as well as of soli- 


tude begins to make itself present 


his setting, the 
of transcendent 


crags and ^eaks at 
vision. becomes one 
beauty. The last :flash of rays,of the 
departing god of day paints such gor- 
geous mountain scenes of purple for- 
ests, brown canons, bronze cliffs, tinted 
crags and sparkling icy peaks, as no 
art can hope to delineate, or portray. 
The evanishing splendors of this vision 
can be realized only when seen. 


The sun shining through the heavy 


horizontal air is shorn of all except his 
fiery red beams and stands still for a 
short space of time, on account of re- 
fraction, then drops suddenly out of 
sight On comes the darkness at one 
step, like the falling of the shadow of 
a total eclipse of the sun, and you 
seem to hear .it as it sweeps by on 
dusky pinions toward the vanished sun. 
The stars rush dut, .touched by the 
magic wand of night, and cover the 
stellar sphere with sparkling gems, 
above the brightness of all earthly 
lights. In this mariner night takes her 
throne on the lofty mountain tops and 
reigns in regal splendor in'the soft 
light of the stars.
